Tn that know little of God, 

have Underſtanding ſufficient 
for their Buſineſs in the World; but 
for want of ſaving Knowledge and 
Grace, how many poor Servants gn 
on uncomfortably in it? They fook 


upon themſelves as hardly dealt 


with, and are apt to fret.and fume 
at the narrow Portion allotted to 
them by Providence, to be laid lu 
ſome cold out-houſe, or meanelt 
Loft, of a poor Cottage, to have 
the Leavings of the gourſe Fare 
there; hard Work, cold Blaſts 


abroad, and perhaps hard Words 


and unkiad Uſage at, home: This 
rates upon the Spirtt, and makes 
em thlak their Life more miſę- 
rable than any others; and they 
that know not God, will talk. like 
Heathens, and rail at Luck or For- 
tune, for placing them in ſich mean 


Cireumſtances. This makes them 
go heavily on, and their, wrigling 
makes their Yoke to gaul them, 
and every part of the Work unea- 
ke®that they go about: They are 
apt to grudge at any one that goes 
"finer, and (as they think) fares bet- * 
ter; and that every one does them 
wrong, that does not ſweat as much 
as they; and if God be frovoked 
by their fretting, they mind it not; 
He ſends them Troubles and Croſ- 
ſes, which meeting with a proud 
unbroken Spirit, do cauſe them 10 
repine and murmure the more. 
Nor is Diſcontent the Sin only of 
Servants, but of their Maſters and 
others; for it is not in the Condition, 
but in the Temper of their Spirits, 
till the Heart be chang'd and cur'd. 
But I ſhall mention ſuch Remedies, 
as do particularly reſpe& the Per- 
ſons to whom I am ſpeaking. It 
concerns all,avho lie under this 
Temptation, to conſider the Soye- 
raiffhty of God, and his Wiſdom 
In appointing their Lot, that Nature 
is contented with a little, and 
Grace with leſs; conſidering that 
the loweſt Condition out of Hell, 


is Mercy to poor loſt Sinners ; how® 
eaſily God can change their Lot, if 
he ſees it good; and how ſweet the 
toweſt State may be made to them 
by Quietneſs and Contentment. 
But there are Two ſpeglal Conſide- 
rations that I commend to Ser- 
vants, in, to the removing 
this Rindrance of their Duty, that 
from henceforth they. may bear the 
Inconveniencies of their Callings, 
with a more compoſed Mind; that 
they may not. be weary of their 
Condition, or impatiently long for 
FF Alterations of it; but may wait 
God's. Leiſure, and be kindly af- 
fected towards others that are in a 
higher Condition in the World 
J 
1. And the firſt Conſideration is, 
The Happineſs. of the Condition of 
Servants, in compariſon of that of ma- 
ny others, For not to compare you 
with the miſerable Vagrants, that 
eat the Bread out of the Months of 
the true Poor; touching which diſ- 
. orderly - Perſons, we have the Apo- 
ſtle's Command, That 5f they will not 
work, they muſt not gat. I rather 
ſpeak of. the Condition of ſuch as 
« gu 
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you never knew, or conſidered. in 


our Diſcontent, How far then, 


God ſet you above Servants in 
other Times and Places, which 
have been, and are compelled to 
Slavery, and forced Subjection to 
the arbitrary Wills of Men ? Of 
this ſort were many of thoſe Ser- 
vants to whom the Apoſtles wrote; 
and it they were to do their Work 
heartily without grudging, how much 
more ſhould you? And in our 
Age, have you never heard of the 
Slaves in the Plantations, and how 
they are uſed (eſpecially with re- 
ſpect to their Souls) by ſome more 
Savages than the Negroes that they 
call ſo? And what Servant in En- 
gland dares repine at their State, 


who has ever known the Condition 


of their own Country-men, when 
Slaves in Myiers, and other Places ? 
For not only are they enſlav'd in a 
ſtrange Countrey, 'whereas the 
Smoak of one's own Countrey, is 
ſweeter than the cleareſt” Air in a 
ſtrange Land: But the Miſeries the 

ſuffer under barbarous Maſters, ca 

xor your Pity towards them, and 
Gantentment with your merciful 
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compelled to the 


Lot. For being bereft unjuſtly of 
all their Goods, they are conſtantly 
ardeſt Labour, 
without any reſt, ſcarce to drink a 
little Water, and eat their decayed 
Barly, and Broth of Camels worn 
out with Work, like themſelves ;. 
and this with the only Intermiſſion 
of four Days, in the Year ; upon the 
ſlighteſt Faults cruelly beaten, that 
they often die of their Pain. lu- 
deed their Lives are no further va- 
lued, than for their Service or Sla- 
very, and their Souls in greater Dan- 
ger, by continual Temptations to 
eſcape all theſe Hardſhips, by a 
dreadful Apoſtaſie. And to leave 
theſe to conſider ſome others, that 
ſeem to have a Life as full of Plea- 
ſure, as theſe that I have 
mentioned have of Miſery; I 
an the Servants of State, whoſe 
Life you ſv much envy. for their 
Eaſe and fine Cloaths. Did you 
but conſider their Temptations to 
ldleneſs, and thereby to glmoſt al 
other Sins, you would ſee that God 
has delivered you from many Snares, 


to which they are daily expoſed. 


By appointing you a moderate La-
